Extraordinary Exhibition —On the evening of Monday last, and at 
the late and dark hour of 9 o'clock, a Signor Duvalla, the person who 
some time since performed some astonishing feats in the neighbourhood 
of Clifton and Bristol, exhibited himself to the good folks of Windsor, 
in the Bachelors’ Acre, agreeably to his announcement (by means of 
handbills circulated through the vicinities of the two towns,) to ‘ascend 
400 feet on the inclined plane of a tightened single cord ;” the extreme 
point rising from 30 to upwards of 60 feet in heigth. Long before the 
hour appointed for the ascent to take place the Bachelors’ Acre was 
densely crowded with persons of every grade (amounting to several 
thousands) from all parts of the neighbourhood. At 9 o’clock, every- 
thing being prepared, and two men being placed on the ground on each 
side of tbe rope, to precede him with powerful lights, Signor Duvalla 
mounted the lower extremity of the rope by means of a high ladder amidst 
the most breathless silence ; and during the time occupied by the ascent 
(about five minutes) not a word nor a sound was uttered by the thou- 
sands present,who appeared to be far more anxious for the fate of Duvalla 
than the exhibitor himself. Upon his reaching the “ topmost height” he 
was greeted with the most deafening cheers. He then addressed the mul- 
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titude, and after alluding to similar feats which he had performed in other 
parts of the kingdom, stated that he only looked for remuneration for his 
labour and expenses to the liberality of the public, and that proper per- 
sons had been stationed in the Acre to receive subscriptions. As there 
was no ladder sufficiently long to enable him to descend by that means 
from his immense height, he was compelled to let himself down by cling- 
ing to one of the poles to which the rope was affixed, and safely alighted 
on the ground.
